New Law Clarifies Tax On Diesel 
Oil 


Enactment by the legislature, 
the day before adjournment, of 
Senate Bill No. 290, cleared 
away all possibility of legal dif- 
ficulties which might have arisen 
in the future over collection of 
the state’s three cents a gallon 
tax or motor fuel. Under the 
present law, representations have

been made to thé Secretary of 
State, that this type of oil, when 
used as a motor fuel, should be 
exempt from the gas tax. The 
bill passed and sent to the gov- 
ernor for his approval, re-defines 
the term “motor fuel” so that 
diesel oi] is clearly taxable. The 
bill was drawn because of the 
increasing use of this oil as a 
motor fuel, 


There are 516 people to whom 
the Secretary of State will pay 
some money, if he can locate 
them. Their names are the resi- 
due of a long list of more than 
4,000 at one time, whose owners 
were entitled to a refund under 
the state's present weight tax 
law. In 1934, the legislature re 
duced the license plate tax rate 
from 85 cents per hundred 
pounds to 35.
